May Make Strikers Serve State. 

The ministry has placed the railroads on a 
military basis and may muster the railway 
employés into. service as reservists. The 
strikers have voted to continue the strike 
until thelr demands are met, but they have 
requested @ conference with the railroad offi- 
cials. 

The more conservative newspapers con- 
demn the strike as indicating a revolutionary 
general federation of labor, trying to absorb 
the railroad unions, but the Socialist press 
hails it as a commendable battle to obtain 
heeded redress. 

The Northern railway succeeded in getting 
out a train at 9 o'clock this evening. It was 
almost empty. Its arrival at its destination 
is problematical, as its 180 mile journey will 
have to be made without signals. Further- 
more, there is possibility of the rails being 
torn up. The official journal publishes a de- 
cree calling on the 27860 employés of the 
Northern railway to resume their duties 
under orders of the ministry of war. 


Briand Defends the Ministry. 

At a banquet thie evening. at which Pre- 
mer Briand spoke, the deputies present were 
of the opinion that the measure adopted 
by the ministry would not prove effective, 
especially if the strike proved general. 
Briand’s speech was an eloquent defense of 
the ministry. He did not refer to the rail- 


way crisis.

This is the basis for the establishment of a 
school for policemen in Chicago—first ses- 
sions of which were conducted in the dri” 
room of the Shakspeare avenue station yes- 
terday—and embody the ideas of Superin- 
tendent of Police Leroy T. Steward with ref- 
erence to the behavior of the force. ’ 

Twenty-six new patrolmen registered as 
students at the schvol were put through 
their paces by Maj. John Bauder, drillmaster 
of the department, and Lieut. Max Nootbaar, 
and at the close of the day's session listened 
to a lecture on police deportment by the head 


of the department. 
Patrolmen’s Primary Lesson. 
Some of the instructions Lieut. Nootbaar 
gave to his pupils were; 
Don’t wear a collar more than one day. 
Don’t report for duty with your uniform 


patched. 
Don’t fail to wear a vest and keep your coat 


buttoned to the neck.

Talk on Deep Waterway. 

The completion of the lakes to the deep 
waterways project was prophesjed by Mr. 
Roosevelt in his speech at the breakfast of 
the Business Men’s league. He said it wae 
largely on account of the Business Men's 
league that he had first come to take an in- 
terest in the project for improving the Mis- 
sissippi. He declarded his grandfather's 
brother built the first steamboat to go down 
the Mississippi, and that on the first trip he 
encountered an earthquake.

Speaks on “New Nationalism.” 
Col. Roosevelt defended his déctrine of 
“new nationalism” in his speech- before 


the Treffic club. i : 
“One of the great difficulties in modern 
business,” he said, “is that the enormous 
growth in business is often accompanied by 
the total loss of the personal touch. We 
have to accept the fact that the large cor- 
poration has come to stay; and yet the cor- 
poration is altogether too big to be allowed 
to manage itself without outside control and 
supervision. There must be established be- 
tween them and the public a new relation to 
take the place of the personal touch which 
has passed away. There must be supervision 
by the government. 
More than that, it must be one govern- 
ment. You can’t have forty-six or forty- 
eight governments in control. If you try 
that, some governments will control them 
to their detriment and some governments 
will be controlled by them to their detriment. 
It must be the federal government which wil] 
» exercise a control which will be thoroughly 
. efficient and entirely just.“

done to the railways, the shippers, and the 
railway employés.

„% We wish to give proper protection to each 
given business, and, above all, to the work- 
men in each given business, as a matter of 
right and justice, and not as a matter of 
favor or preference, and, above all, not give 
proper protection as a matter of favor or 
preference obtained by log rolling. There. 
fore, we feel that there should be a tariff 
commission, composed of impartial experts 
amply equipped for obtaining not merely 
from the statements of interested parties, 
but by such investigation as will satisfy them 
that the facts are accurate, information that 
will enable congress in each given case to 
establish the measure of protection necessary 
to carry out the principles above set forth. 

Moreover, these ‘investigations should 
form a program, each successive report being 
treated on its merits, so that each schedule 
can be revised by itself in accordance with 
the facts developed by this commission of 
impartial experts, and without any heed 
being paid to any other consideration than 
the justice of that particular case. 


Will Not Upset Business. 

This will prevent log rolling, and it will 
also prevent the farreaching disturbance of 
business which necessarily comes when all 
the schedules are revised in lump. 

Finally. I feel that it should be the duty 
of some government body to at any time in- 
vestigate conditions in any particular in- 
dust to see whether or not the working- 
men do actually get the benefit that the 
tariff is primarily created to give—that is, 
to see that the laborer gets his full share of 
the benefit of the protective tariff in accord- 
ance with what I firmly believe to be the pur- 
pose of the American people. 

“By enacting into law such a policy as 
that above outlined we shall on the one hand 
do away with the danger of injury to Ameri- 
can industries which would follow if they 
were left wholly without protection from 
foreign competition, and on the other hand 
we make it sure that the laboring man gets 
the benefit of the tariff primarily enacted in 
his interest, do away with the favoritism and 
log rolling which under present conditions 
seem inevitable in the process of tariff mak- 
ing, and make it certain that the amount of 
protection granted in each case was the 
“amount actually necessary to cover the dif- 
ference in the cost of production here and 
abroad and not so exclusive as to represent 
improper favoritism to any special group of 
men.“

Would Free Schools of It. 


TRAIN MIND WITH HANDS. 


Says Education to Modern Needs Should 
Displace Antiquity. 


Miss Mary S. Snow. supervisor of household 
arts in the Chicago public schools, urged the 
abandonment of Latin and Greek and the 
adoption of the industrial courses, in a lec- 
ture before the Mothers’ West End council 


and the Mothers’ society last night, at the 


California Avenue Congregational church. 

“I don't believe in the Latin course at 
all,” said Miss Snow. “Why not give our 
boys and giris a live subject? They're alive. 
Why go into the remote past? Latin is tacred 
only because it ig ancient. It is the lowest 
step in education. 


Children Protest Study. 

“The protest against the ancient forms 
of education comes not from the grown up 
people, but from the children. An experiment 
in * ig the rarest thing on land or 
sea. he accepted education is as deeply 
rooted in us as our religion. 

“Tt seems to me that education is thetrain- 
ing of a person to meet his needs. The whole 
of our lives is to meet the needs of our- 
selves and the community. If we can keep 
the hands of our children working and their 
brains planning, we have given themas much 
mental discipline as a whole book of Latin or 
Greek. They should be given something 
that called upon their inventive and creative 
skill. 
Should Be Trained to Refinement, 

„ The hands of the children should be 
trained so skillfully that everything they 
do, ff it Is only setting the table, should show 
refinement, art, technique. A girl ought never 
to go to a dressmaker or a milliner to get 
her clothes and hats. Her hands and eyes 
and esthetic appreciation should be 80 
trained that she could satisfy herself in the 
matter of clothes much better than anyone 
else could satisfy her.“ 

Miss Snow spoke highly of the-new two 
year industrial course which has been in- 
stalled in the high schools of Chicago. 

“It gives the boys, who cannot stay in 
high school four years, a chance to find them-

| Brazil Recognizes Republic. 

The official anouncement was made tonight 
that Brazil has recognized the republic of 
Portugal. 

Although the city remains under martial 
law pending a reorganization of the admin- 
istration, the soldiers gradually have been 
withdrawn from the streets. Hardly any 
were to be seen today. 

The people have resumed their business oc- 
cupations and franquility prevails. Sev- 
eral churches were reopened this morning. 

The government has announced that the 
Irish dominican fathers and nuns, who have 
conducted a school here for many years, 


will be exempt from the order of expulsion.’ 


Thie step, doubtless, is due to the desire of 
the republicans te keep on good terms with 
Great Britain. 

The minister of the interior, Antonio 4 
meida, questioned regarding the disposal of 
the king’s property, said nothing had yet 
been decided upon officially. All the pal- 
aces were closed and guarded. They prob- 
ably would be converted into museums or 
schools, or used for other public purposes.

The munificence of John D. Rockefeller and 
D. K. Pearsons ih endowing the University 
of Chicago and other American institutions 
‘of learning was the chief inspiration of the 
kaiser in inducing the German millionaires 
to provide a $2,500,000 fund whic his majesty 
‘was enabled to announce today. The fund is. 
practically the first money ever privately. 
raised in the fatherland for educational pur- 
poses. It will be devoted to the establishment 
of institutes of scientific research, a field 
wherein the German university long has been 
lacking. 

How Kaiser Raised Gifts, 


The generosity ‘of Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. 


| Pists has long been followed with the keenest 
interest by the kaiser. He has not ccneealed 
his disappointment that the German million- 
_ aires never have seen fit to follow in the foot- 
| steps of their fellow plutocrats in the United 
States, 

About a year ago the kaiser decided to begin 
' prodding his well fixed subjects, with a view 
to encouraging them to loosen up on the 
American lines. He instructed the imperial 
press clipping bureau to keep him well sup- 
plied with tidings of every fresh Rockéfelier 
or Pearsons benefaction. Then the kaiser 
would seize on favorable occasions to call 
these suggestive bits of transatlantic intelli- 
gence to the attention of his wealthy friends. 

Gradually the. latter began to “ tumble.’’ 
A multimillionaire manufacturer named Kop- 
pel started the ball rolling with $150,000. 
Others followed suit with subscriptions rang- 
ing between $25,000 and 100,000. The list 
grew from month to month at such a rate 
that the kaiser found it possible to make the 
University of Berlin on its hundredth birth- 
day a present of the richest dowry ever col- 
lected in continental Europe for educational 
purposes, 

Kaiser Tells of Needs. 

The kaiser said this gift would enable the 
university to take up a work in which hith- 
erto it has been lacking. Natural ecience 
investigation, he said, had not kept pace with 
the literary and other scholarly develop- 
ments at the university, and it was essential 
to create institutions where ‘specialized 
scientific investigators could work freed of 
the burden of teaching. The emperor read | 
his address from a menuscript handed bim 
by the Prince of Bavaria.

In reply to a question as ta what sort of m- 
perialist he wae, Mr. O'Connor sald: 

“I am in favor of the delegation of all 
local business to local legislatures, and that 
principle applies equally to England, Ireland. 
and Wales. I am in favor also ofcohsigning 
the imberial house of parlament to imperial 
affairs. How far that imperial parilament 
should have representation from the colonies 
is one of the probleme that ise not solved, and 
I do not wish to pronounce any lar 
opinion, but I am convinced that the im- 
perial parliament is destroying its efficiency 
by trying to do imperial and local work 
simultaneoualy.”

‘The Stuffed Pepper. 


HE stuffed sweet pepper has been among 
the more aristocratic and exclusive of 
dishes in the minds of a great number 
‘ef people, and its preparation a branch 
of fancy cooking; but there is no good 
reason for these notions, especially during this 
month, when peppers may be obtained for d 


cents a Toa a filing made of soup meat. 
At no time of, year néed stuffed peppers be re 
garded as a luxury if they are made to 


serve as a substitute for meat. 

As to the stuffing of the pepper, it may be of 
fish or meat or rice. If for a salad the stuff- 
ing will be of tomatoes, onion, celery, and a 
little of the pepper. At certain times of year 
this salad may be expensive. 

One of the frisky cookbook makers, though 
the finest of cooks, adds to her elaborate recipe 
for stuffed bell or green peppers, to be served 
with a fan.” Certainly, if a seed or two hap- 
pens to get in, but otherwise the fan is super- 
guous, as is the ice water. Her stuffing for the 
peppers is made up of white onion, ripe toma- 
toes, yolks of eggs, melted butter, a little 
minced cold lamb, tops of pepper choppea nne, 
a little stale bread, and salt and pepper. After 
the peppers are filled she bakes them half an 
hour. From such a list of ingredients it is easy 
to see how many variations there might de in 


the stuffing. 

Stuffed Peppers, Cream Sauce.—Remove the 
meat from the soup bone and free & from every 
particle of gristle. Grind or chop it fine. To 
two cupfuls of this meat add one-half teaspoon- 
ful of salt, one-fourth teaspoonful of pepper, 
one teaspoonful of onion juice, one-half cupful 
of sweet milk, one tablespoonful of butterine 
melted and mixed with two tablespoonfuls of 


(flour or one heaping tablespoonful of bread 


crumbs. Mix well together over the fire till hot 
and then set aside while preparing the follow- 
ing: Remove the stents and seeds of six large, 
Sweet green peppers. Put the peppers into boil- 
ing water for ten minutes. Remove from the 
water and fill with the meat. Place in a baking 
dish, meat uppermost, and add a little water to 
prevent burning. Bake in the oven for twenty 
minutes. Cream sauce: To one cupful of milk 
add one-half teaspoonful of salt and one-fourth 
teaspoonful of pepper. Place over the fire and 
let it come to a doll, then drop in a roux made 
of one tablespoonful of butterine and two table- 

nfule of flour. Stir over the fire until it 
thickens. Serve with peppers — Mrs. H. u. Mc- 
Olellan, Louisville, Ky. 

Stuffed Green Peppers.—Boil four fresh pep- 
pers until tender, then cut out stems and seeds. 
Grind meat that was cut from soup bone. Cook 
meat and half a cupful of rice until well done. 
Season well with salt and put into the peppers. 
Put into pan with just enough water to tas 

ru from burning on the bottom. Bake for

The signal suecets of Oregon's system of 


} government, with its distinctive features of 


che initiative and referendum, recall, and cor- 
rupt practices act, was the keynote of an 
address last night by United States Senator 
Jonathan Bourne Jr. before the members of 
the Union League club. ‘ 

: The eech was similar to one Senator 
Bourne delivered before the senate a year 
| ago, but it was the first occasion when Chi- 
| cago’s representative men had an opportuni- 
ty to meet and hear the man classed as one 
of the founders of Oregon's progressive gov- 
ernment. 

The great problem of the American peo- 
ple is to make their government representa- 
tive, asserted Senator Bourne. No man 
is possessed of natural authority, and gov- 
ernment must be a matter of mutual agree- 
ment. The success and duration of popular 
government depends on responsibility and ac- 
countability, the responsibility of chosen rep- 
resentatives to do their work, and their 
accountability to the people if they fail in 
their trust. - 

“Pree and Equal’ Not Here. 

“The Declaration of independence, with its 
principle that ‘all men are created free and 
equal,’ is not established in this country. 
Many public officials secure and have se- 
cured their positions through rings backed by 
corporations with selfish interests to promote 
and special privileges to promulgate, But the 


people are awake, and subservience to the 


political boes is coming to an end. 

“The initiative and referendum are the 
foundation of all truly representative govern- 
ment. When the people have the power to 
compel legislation which they desire and re- 
quire, then unwise laws and specia! privileges 
will be defeated. The individual voter should 
take up the question aggressively with every 
candidate. It is a battle of ballota, in which 
lines must be clearly drawn, and the would-be 
political generals must be compelled to state 
clearly en which side of the line they stand. 

„Our people will take a deeper intereat in 
affairs of governmem, if they are directly 
responsible for their laws. When this ideal 
is achieved, general contentment will be es- 
tablished, and anarchy will be destroyed. 
Give the people power to legislate and they 
will develop the capacity to understand and 
the willingness to participate. 


Bosses Fear Education. 

“The enemies of popular government are 
not afraid the people will not understand how 
to vote—but they are afraid that they will 
understand too well. Measurés submitted 
under the initiative cannot be emasculated 
by the lobbyist and jokers cannot be ineert- 
ed. The referendum protects good legisia- 
tion from biackmailing corporations. 

„ Corporations, newspapers, and legal Hes- 
sians have said that popular government is 
failing in Oregon. I say that the people 
will vote on thirty-two measures at the com- 
ing election and will vote more intelligently 
after four months’ discussion than will the 
legislature in committee rooms and lobbies. 

“ The cost of the initiative and referendum 


has been three-fourths of a cent per capita 
in Oregon. An effort to repeal the system 
would be defeated overwhelmingly.

CITY HALL GRAFT CLAIMS FAIL 


Charges of Man Said to Have 
Been Discharged Fall Flat. 


DIG; DO DAMAGE OF $1,000. 


But Investigators Find Good Material 
in the New Structure. 


About $1,000 damage was done to the new 
city hall yesterday as the result of charges 
of fraudulent construction made against the 
contractors by a former employé. 

An investigation begun by John M. Ewen, 
supervising engineer for the city, Holabird 
& Roche, the architects, and the bureau of 
public efficiency practically was closed in the 
afternoon, and statements were made that 
the only result of the inquiry was the 
destruction caused by digging holes in the 
walls, pillars, and fioors. 

A formal report wil) be issued by the em- 
ciency bureau later, but Engineer Ewen and 
two representatives of Holabird & Roche— 
F. J. Thielbar, general superintendent for 
the firm, and H. L. Marsh, superintendent of 
construction on the municipal building—made 
reports to Commissioner of Publtc Works 
Mullaney that led him to dismiss the graft 
charges from further consideration. 


Former Employe Makes Charges. 

They were made by Thomas Coulson, 443 
West Division street, formerly steward for 
the Noel Construction company of Baltimore, 
contractors for the building, who was said 
to have been discharged as an unsatisfac- 
tory employé. He carried his charges to a 
reporter for an afternoon newspaper, who led 
him to the Masonic temple offices of the 
bureau of public efficiency. 

Herbert R. Sands, director of the bureau, 
consented to investigate the charges, and 
with A. J. Hammond, an engineer on his 
staff, visited the building. They were joined 
there by representatives of the contractors 
and the architects and by Mr. Ewen and his 
inspectors. 

The first inspection wae of the foundation 
for the concrete floors of the ninth, tenth, 
and eleventh floors of the structure. This 
rough concrete had been torn up partly and 
Supt. Marsh explained that it all had been 
condemned, as it was frozen early in the 
spring before it became set. In another in- 
stance the opening of a wall around the light 
court showed it constructed according to 
specifications except that about four feet of 
an fron pillar had not been covered with con- 
crete as required. 


Old Material Not Utilized. 


Charges that rubbish, old bricks, and sim- 
liar material had been used in place of con- 
erete were found unsupported when several 
holes had been made in different parts of 
the building, and Robert F. Peterson, rep- 
resentative of the Noel Construction com- 
pany, then declared that no further openings 
would be made at the cost of the company. 

Mr. Ewen, Mr. Thielbar, and Mr. Marsh 
went to Commissioner Mullaney's office and 
he invited in the city hall reporters to hear 
their statements. 

“I have been a builder in Chicago for 
twenty-six years,“ said Mr. Ewen, “and 1 
am willing to stake my reputation that the 
new city hall is the best constructed build- 
ing with which I have had anything to do. 
We received these charges when they were 
made, and I would welcome with open arms 
anybody who could show me the city is not 
getting all that it is paying for, whether he 
comes during the day or the night.“ 

“All of the facts brought out failed to 
show anything to the discredit_of the con- 
tractor,” said Mr. Thielbar, after a long 
statement of the investigation. 

Mayor Busse said he was convinced the 
city’s interests were well protected and that 
the building will comply with all require- 
ments when it is completed and accepted.

Mrs. Bliss 
was operated on last Sunday for appendicitis 
and failed to rally. At her bedside when the 
end came were her husband and an only child,

The continued shrinkage in the unfilled 
tonnege of the United States Steel corpora- 
tiom is due almost entirely, to the falling 
of in orders for heavy steel, particularly 
plates, steel rails, and structural material. 
Should the railroads enter the market for 
normal requirements there would be an im- 
mediate change for the better so far as the 
tonnage statements is concerned. Since 
Oct. 1 the steel corporation has been show- 
ing @ shrinkage of at least 18,000 tons a 
day in unfilled tennage, a total of about 
130,000 tons. Deducting this from the un- 
filed tonnage on Sept. 30 last would bring 
the figure down to 8,028,000 tons, or prac- 
tically the same as it was on Sept. 30, 1904.

electric line, and that he got a loan of $460,000 


from the Knickerbocker Trust, which was 
to be secured by $750,000 first mortgage 
ponds. In 1905, Tomlinson says, he got an- 
other loan of $100,000, and all of the second 
loan and $50.000 of the first was to be used 
for improvements. Moore failed to see that 
this was done. 

Later a syndicate was formed to take over 
this road and others, which finally became 
the Michigan United Railways company. 
Mr. Tomlinson got a loan @f $1,200,000 from 
the Knickerbocker Trust for this syndicate, 
he says, but the syndicate is disavowing its 
obligations to the trust company.

Local sales agencies report practically no 
change in the pig iron situation. During

$12,000,000 Debt. 


PLAN OF REORGANIZATION. 


Annual Report Shows Increase of 19 
Per Cent in Revenues. 


Cincinonmat,, O., Oct. 1IL—[Special.}--The 
annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton railroad 
was held today at the office of President 
Cotter. The report of the company’s opera- 
tions for the fiscal year ending June 30 shows 
the “wiping out of $12,372,468 indebted- 
ness eccasioned by the Great Central” 
fiasco. 


This debt was incurred by the road being 
@ party to the organization of the “ Great 
Central railway system several years ago, 
and which included the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ton and Dayton, Pére Marquette, the old 
Chicago, Cincinnati and Louisville, now the. 
Chesapeake and Ohio of Indiana, and the To- 
ledo Terminal railway. This debt was wiped 
out by charging the items to “ profit and 
logs.” 

Readjustment Plan in Detail. 

The whole plan of readjustmen: is exhaus- 
tively detailed in the report for the firet time. 
Of the $76,000,000 bonds authorized there 
have been issued for the payment of floating 
debts $7,500,000, of which $5,500,000 was guar- 
anteed by the Baltimore and Ohio. 

There have also been issued for other pur- 
poses $20,000,000, leaving $23,720,000 to be is- 
sued for future betterments, etc., and §23,- 
779,000 to be issued for exchange for or in 
cancellation of an equal amount at par of 
underlying bonds. 

The operating revenues of the company for 
the fiscal year were $9,446,624, an increase of 
19.62 per cent, or $1,640,476. There was an 
increase from freight traffic of $1,266.028. 
More than half of the increased tonnage 
came from bituminous coal. 

The report shows a gain in passenger reve- 
nues of nearly $100,000. The deficit for the 
year, $720,263, was several hundred thousand 
dollars less than for the preceding year. 


Erect 32 Miles of Block Signal. 

Among the items included in the report is 
that during the year thirty-two miles of 
automatic block signals have been erected. 
Appropriations were: $1,075,000 for the erec- 
tion of new ore docks at Toledo; $164,000 for 
the new freight houses at Dayton; $106,000 
for land at North Dayton upon which to 
locate the new freight yard, and $350,000 for 
new gravity yards at Rossford, O. The elim- 
ination of curves in the vicinity of Sidney 
will cost the company more than $500,000.

SAYS MERGER STOPS TRADE 


Pacific Lines Accused of Having 
Throttled Oregon. 


NATION’S CASE IS ENDED. 


Argument of Severance Seeks to Force 
Big Dissolution. 


St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 11.—[Special.}—The 
government today ended its case in the suit 
to dissolve the merger of the Union and 
Southern Pacific and their allied lines. The 
closing argument by C. A. Severance in the 
federal Circuit court was directed to proving 
by the evidence that competition existed be- 
tween the Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
prior to the consolidation and that since the 
merger ot the interests of the two roads rates 
had gone up while the senvice had deterior- 


ated. 

Mr. Geverance pointed to Oregon as one 
state controlled by a single system. 

“Look at Oregon,“ he said, one of the 
richest States of the west, with 50,000 square 
miles of rich, productive soil, without a sin- 
gle railroad traversing its interior. Look at 
it again—bounded on the north by the Ore- 
gon Railway and Navigation company, on 
the west and south by the Southern Pacific. 


Shut Out All Competitors. 

“The combined interests have surrounded 
this state and fought every independent en- 
deavor to enter the interior. It was only re- 
cently that a road was projected and par- 
tlally built into central Oregon, and the so- 
called Hill interests have since begun an in- 
vasion of the state but not with the consent 
of these noncompeting roade that surround 
the state like a fence. 

Why, does any sane man believe that this 
great state would remain undeveloped as it is, 
with thousands of American farmers going 
annually to Canada for land, if there were 
not @ vital reason. The reason is that the 
Union Pacific and the Southern Pacific, 
working together, have ordained that Oregon 
shall not be developed until they are ready. 
There is only one place within this vast united 
Pacific system that is being developed as it 
should—in Colorado, where there is genuine 
competition. 


Fights for Nation’s Growth. 

“The government of the United States is 
striking a blow for industriel growth of our 
nation by insisting that this wrongful oon- 
solidation of interests should be dissolved. It 
competition can be restored no one can tell 
what the result wil) be in the growth of and 
development of our monopolized sections of 
——

FOR MOVING CARS 


General Agent of American 
Railway Association Makes 
Chicago Address. 


WOULD ENLIST SHIPPERS. 


Believes Pay for Prompt Unload- 
ing Might Be a Boon to 
General Traffic.

A plan for compensating shippers who load 
and unload freight cars promptly m order 
to get them into service within the forty- 
eight hours’ free time now allowed was ad- 
vocated as a means of preventing car short- 
ages. The proposition was advanced by Ar- 
thur Hale, general agent of the American 
Railway association and chairman of. that 
organization’s committee on relations be- 
tween railways, at the monthly luncheon of 
the Traffic club at the La Balle hotel. 

Mr. Hale, who in virtue of his official posi- 
tion is regarded as the best authority in the 
United States on car supply and movement, 
expressed the opinion that there was little 
likelihood of a serious shortage this fall, but 
said that such a condition would surely occur 
some time unless the railroads and shippers 
both took steps to increase the dally move~ 
ment. 

“The average shipper regards the freight 
car supply something like the water in the 
well that is not missed until it runs dry,” 


declared the speaker, and is inclined to be 


irritated at the railroads when he puts in 
his order for a car at night and doesn't get 
it in the morning. 


More Improvement Is Needed. 

Mr. Hale said the railroads are increasing 
the daily average movement of a oar from 
two to five miles a day and that the shippers 
are helping by seeking to release cars quickly, 
but that stil greater improvement is neces- 
wary. The addition of a mile a day to the 
average car movement, he said, was equal 
to the purchase of millions of dollars’ worth 
of equipment. 

The increase in the per diem rate charged 
by the railroads for the use of each other's 
cars and the adoption of uniform demur- 
rage have improved the movement, in his 
opinion, but greater inducements in the way 
of rewards to shippers for releasing cars 
promptly would greatly increase the effi- 

y. 

Many car owners, the speaker said, are 
anxious to retain their cara on their own 
lines, but if this theory were successfully 
applied many more cars would be required. 
He described an attempt made by the roads 
several years ago to apply a $5 penalty for 
diversion of cars away from the home road. 
He said it had proved impractical in a short 
time and that the only $6 ever collected 
was paid by a shipper who wanted to load 
an eastern car westward in a hurry and that 
it went into the pocket of the station agent. 


Join Forces on Grain Rates. 

Chicago and New York grain interests are 
Planning to join forces in the campaign to 
secure a ion in the grain rates east of 
Buffalo, led to westward grain shipped 
by weter from Chicago. 

W. M. Hopkins, manager of the transporta- 
tion department of the Chicago board of trade, 
went to Washington yesterday te confer with 
the interstate commerce commission regard- 
ing the complaint filed a few days ago charg - 
ing that the rajlroads are discriminating 
against this city by making the rates on ex- 
lake grain so high as to force the movement 
all rail, 

It is charged that it costs 5 cents per 100 
pounds more for transportation from Buffalo 
to Boston if the grain reaches Buffalo dy 
boat than if it arrives by freight car. The 
New York produce exchange has had a com- 
plaint involving similar points before the 
commission for several months and the date 
for a hearing has been set for Oct. 18. 

Mr. Hopkins will make an effort to have this 
hearing postponed for a month in order to 
allow the cases to be combined and in order 
to enlist the cotperation of other grain ex- 
changes 


Leaves After Taking Testimony.

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GOV. STUBBS ANS WERS RIPLEY 


Kansas Executive Replies to the 
Head of Santa Fe Railway. 


‘LET GOVERNMENT BE JUDGE’ 


Says Questions of Valuation Thus De- 
eided Would Protect Public. 


That the public is entitled to have questions 
of railroad capitalization and valuation de- 
cided on the authority of the government 
rather than on the evidence of the railroads 
themselves is argued by Gov. Stubbs of Kan- 
sas in a letter to President E. P. Ripley of 
the Santa Fé railway which was made pub- 
lic yesterday. — 

Gov. Stubbs’ letter is in reply to one writ- 
ten by the railroad executive on Oct. 1 re- 
garding freight rates apropos of the recent 
shippers’ convention at Topeka called by 
the governor. 

President Ripley said in bis letter that 
while he is not averse to a physical valuation 
of railroads it would be a needless extrava- 
gance on the part of the government and of 
no value for ratemaking purposes, 

“Tt is as much my duty to protect the 
interests of the public against unnecessary 
advances in freight rates as it is your duty to 
demand reasonable pay for the services ren- 
dered by the railroad company,” replies the 
governor. 


Raise Would Affect Living Costs. 
The Hving expenses of every man, wom- 
an, and child in Kansas will be affected it 
your proposed advances in rates are permit- 
ted by the interstate commerce commission. 
“Now, Mr. Ripley, if the physical value 
of the property and the capitalization of a 
rallroad have nothing to do with fixing rates 
will you kindly state for publication upon 
what basis your Santa Fe rates are fixed? 
“Will you also be kind enough to explain 
why the railroad companies invariably de- 
mand protection from the federal court upon 
the charge that their property is being con- 
fiscated by a certain proposed rate which the 
railroad claims will not pay a fair return? 
“Tf it is necessary for the court in deter- 
mining whether rates are foo high or too low 
to take into conelideration the value of the 
property, if you represented the public would 
you prefer to know yourself the value of the 
railroad property or would you leave it to 
your opponent, a deeply interested party, to 
furnish this vital information to the court? 


„Let Railroads Be Bystanders.” 


Why do not the railroads permit the pub- 
He to furnish information concerning valu- 
ation, capitalization, and earnings of rall- 
roads to the courts and the railroad com- 
pany do what the public now loes—remain an 
innocént bystander?’

RECEIVERS ARE APPOINTED 
FOR TRACTION COMPANY. 


Application Filed by Bank and Bond- 
holders States That Chicago and 
Southern Road Is Insolvent. 


Judge Charles M. Walker in the Circuit 
court yesterday appointed Joseph E. Otis, 
president of the Western Trust and Savings 
bank, and Matthew Slush, Detroit, receivers 
of the Chicago and Southern Traction com- 
pany, on the application of the bank and a 
majority of the bondholders. Bonds were 
fixed at $25,00 each. 

Last January a bill was filed charging that 
the officers of the road had looted its treas- 
ury. This bill was dismissed. The new ap- 
plication states that the road is insolvent. 
It ig also set forth that it has defaulted for 
two years on the interest of a $2.600,000 bond 
issue authorized in January, 1907. 

Attorney Isaac Mayer apeared for the ma- 
jority bondholders, Attorney Ralph M. Shaw 
for the savings bank, and Attorney Jacob 
Newman for the minority bondbolders.

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| NEWS AND GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE. 


With prices for wheat, corn, and oaie at 
the lowest figure on the crop and for corn 
and oats the lowest values in three years, the 
one big factor in the trade is the enormous 
quantity of grain available and the appar- 
ently limited demand. 

In this country for the first time in several 
years there has been a bumper crop of every- 
thing for two years in succession, so that not 
only have reserve stocks been pretty well 
filed up but there wil} be a big amount of old 
corm carried over, while the carry over of 
wheat and oats wae of liberal proportions.
